If you don^t have to be factual 
anything can be made exciting and stimulating and if you are just milking it up then it is 
easier still. *our head is full of that junk, as this letter reflects. *ou think you know 
what you do not know and what ia not so. I do not say tliis because I want to interview 
your witness. That is entirely impossible for mo. I do soy it in an effort tcTxax do no more 
than get this person to remembering wliile you tape the recollection, Stay away from wliat 
you think i 3 fact. It may not be. Jo b't ytpoint to any answer. Get all you can of actual, 

uninfluenced recollections. I don't think this wi&l be possibke for you but I hope you 
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will heed this caution. . /
